Shams. 


Tho world is full of shams. Long 


before P. T. Barnum'» time many a 
shrewd man had found out that the 
.world likes to be humbugged. 
And 


they also found that even when it does 
not wish to be, its gullibility exposes it 
to frequent impositions. People do so 
like to take pompous individuals at 
their own valuation. There is a cer- 
tain fascination in their self-conscioua 
bearing- and measureless assumption. 


The little rogue, selling papers on tho 


street, invents a horrible story of rnur-, 
<ler or accident, and many a ono stopj 
to buy his papers, not because they dq 
Dot detect his little ruse, but becauso 
they admire what very likely they wiH 
speak of as his .enterprise. 
You will 


notice tlmt they,will invariably give it 
a better name. Tho peddler at the door 
has real lace and solid silver to sell to 
the good housewife at wonderful low 
bargains. And the latter, well pleased 
at low prices, nor unaware of the sham, 
cheapens his wares and likes to feel that 
she has made a bargain and got better 
goods than she knows them to be. The 
trader at tho corner grocery i» profuse 
in compliments which mean nothing 
while he sells half-cotton goods for ail 
wool, or judiciously sands his sugar and 
adjusts his weights to benefit himself. 


This principle enters in to all we eat, 


all that .wo wear and all that wo do. 
One who lives in the city meets shams 
everywhere. Ho never knows when to 
depend on his bread, milk, butter, sugar 
and coffee as -the pure and genuine 
articles. The house in which lie lives 
is a piece of sham work. The public 
buildings of the pity arc always open to 
tho same suspicion. They look solid, 
but who knows what defective ma- 
terial and sham work is in them. If 
some who furnished wire for the Brook- 
lyn Bridge iruulo persistent efforts to 
put in bad material, what sham work 
may we not expect in less carefully 
watched buildings! Sam Slick, knows 
the people—oh! how he loves the dear 
people and his pocket-book—and Sam 
Slick goes everywhere and gets his hand 
into most everything. And, when he 
does, look out for sham goods and sham 
work. 
Men who are least fitted crowd 


into high positions and attempt to do 
the work for which they h.ivo no train- 
ing and no native gifts. This gives us 
sham officials nnil sham legislation, 
sham preachers and doctors, teachers 
and business men. And, as these quacks 
crowd into all these important places, 
doing botch work and seem to prosper, 
a groat many younp men, looking to 
tlic:n for examples, aecido that they can 
do c.s wo'.l to act on this sham plan. 


But men of real qualities, inea who do 


solid work, are specially needed now— 
the men who will do good, faithful work 
anywhere, at any time. 
There has 


been enough of shoddy and shamming. 
This miserable habit has taken a great 
hold on large numbers of our people. 
But it is time that hold was relaxed. It 
is time \vo demanded that sham rncn 
give place to true genuine men, find 
sham articles to good and wholesome 
ones. Wo ask our readers to take a de- 
termined stand against all shams. 
Be 


a real man, or a real woman. Learn to 
do thoroughly what you do. And do it 
in such a thorough manaer that no one 
will ever bo able to accuse you of sham 
work. 


Wo can hardly think of anything 


more unpleasant than for a man to leave 
to those who succeed him, after ho is 
dead, the discovery that the work which 
he did and which they would like to 
think of with pardonable pride, is after 
all a miserable piece of sham. Don't 
leave this kind of a legacy to yonr chil- 
dren. And tench the young to do good, 
thorough work. For the boy or girl 
who is brought lip to do thorough work, 
and hate shams and despise shamcrs, is 
not likely to change* when grown tip. It 
is not from the ranks of such boys and 
girls tlmt the human sharks come who 
prey upon society, who, for selfish gain, 
li!l tlic world with fraud n&d error and 
misery and suffering, yes, and often 
with death. Who shall number the 
victims of shnm; they who die from im- 
pure food, or vile drugs, or accidents 
everywhere on sea ancl land for which 
sham is responsible! Friends, let us be 
sure lhat our work and our influence is 
not on the side of sham. And so fur as 
we can, let us keep the next generation 
frco from any such miserable legacy us 
sliams entail. -Golden RiilK.

would drop you a few lines to let 
you know that we ure still in the 
land of the living, and what we think 
of Tennessee. The soil here on fresh 
land is about as productive for corn 
as Illinois soils, far better for clover 
and better for wheat. 
Potatoes do 


very well, but the soil soon wears 
out^ and has to be kept well clovered 
to save it. 
Old wornout land can be 


improved and brought to a good 
state of cultivation by clovering. 


The climate is fine. We have had 


but two or three really cold days this 
winter, tho Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday after New Year's being the 
coldest, some ten or fifteen degrees 
below zero. 
But O! the rain and 


the mud. 
I never saw the roads in 


Illinois as bad as they have been 
here this winter—simply impassable. 
We live 20 miles east of the Missis- 
sipi river, 1 or 8 miles east of Keel- 
foot Lake, and 4 miles north of the 
Obion river; being surrounded by so 
much water we have n great doal of 
rein, and 1 think not so healthy as 
Illinois. 
Politically, us Republicans, 


not much to brag of. 
The district 


in which I live cast 10 votes fcr 
Hankins, 50 for Beasley, and 06 for 
Bate for governor in 1882. There 
seome to be no political prejudice so 
far ns I can see against Itepublicans 
here. 
Every man votes as ho pleas- 


es without hindrance from anyone. 


In tho customs and manners of 


the people tliere is a great difference 
hyre and in Illinois.

Noticing in n lute issue of tho 


Ri.ruui.K-AN the death of the Rev. 
Hiram Hersey, brings to my mind 
scenes nud incidents thnt took place 
in Long Crook township WbSB Ml'. 
Hersoy taught school 
there forty 


years ago; if I um not mistaken it 
WUB in tho winter of 1843 he taught 
school in (ho log school house that 
stood one-fourth of a mile south of 
where- William lirownlee now lives. 
Tho Methodists had tio church in 
Iboho days, bnt worshipped in the 
old school house. Mr. Hersey joined 
tbe society by^etter from some other 
brauch of tho church—the Secoderg, 
I believe. He soon after applied for 
license to preach. The society voted 
to give him license, the Quarterly 
Conference granted him license, and 
I heard him preach the first eermon 
he ever preached in the old log 
school house where 
he was then 


teaching school. To the Long Creek 
Society belongs the honor of send- 
ing forth one preacher who spent 
forty years faithful service in the 
ministry. 
Few of the present mem- 


bers probably are aware of the fact. 
For tbeir information these lines are 
penned. 
Mr. Hersey was a kind 


teacher, but lirrn in his rules. 
One 


day while his back was turned to 
the school one of the large boys 
named Sam RIcGinnis, stepped up 
behind him, drew his fist as if to 
strike him; Hersey caught him at it, 
sent one of tho boys for a hickory, 
told him he had (6 do one of three 
things: take a whipping, leave the 
school, or get on his knees and ac- 
knowledge he had done wrong. Poor 
Sam fell upon his knees, the tears 
rolling down his cheeks, and ac- 
knowledged his 
wrong. 
Such a 


teacher was Hersey. 
Peace to his 


memory.
